Several of the houses in Lane 1376 are occupied 
by Chinese scirls who are kept by Yforeigners. A 
visit was paid to House 18, Lane 1376, by D.S.I. 
} al %y Log n on 16.5.40, when & Korean woren who resides 
“ , po there was questioned but she refused to give any 
information about the occupants. according to 
o ” the Chinese watchman in the Lane, this woman is 
also kept by a foreigner who freycently visits the 
house. Enquiries #t House 36, by D.S.I. Logan 
also met with a refusal to give any information 
concerning the occupants.

He was originally a “River Constable" and gave 
his address c/o Shanghai River Police, but the last address I 
can trace is in 1935 Lane 166, 47 East Kashing Road. 

He has two sons, John Rich aged 14% and Robert 
aged 15 both of whom are being kept by charity, and I have been 
informed that the father has returned to Shanghai and is living 
with a Chinese oman address unknown. My informant states that 
another British subject, Mr. Vivian Lenoise, living at 681, 
Szechuen Road and clerk of works, Shanghai Waterworks, may 
possibly be able to assist.
